EASILY CUT. 


The lechuguilla plant usually 
grows about two feet high, with a 
stalk in the center composed of 
about a dozen leaves containing the 
fiber. These leaves do not need boil- 
ing or steaming like the palma pita, 
but are ready for separation of the 
fiber as soon as cut. The stalk is 
ready for cutting about once in six 
months and grows faster after the 
first cutting. The plant usually 
lives about eight years, its life being 
lengthened by regular cutting. If 
the center stalk containing the fiber 
leaves is not cut off it will soon be- 
come hardened, go to seed and soon 
die, after which new plants spring 
up from the seed er from the roots 
of the old plant. The amount of 
fiber produced from the leaves is 
not as great as from the palma pita. 
In appearance the lIechuguilla is 
somewhat like a small maguey 
plant, but with similar leaves. 
crushing the roots of the lechuguilla 
a sort of soap is produced, but no 
liquor is obtained therefrom, as in 
the case of the maguey plant, from 
which are produced pulque, tequila 
ans mescal.

On the same class of land and in 
the same region to which the 
lechuguilla plants are indigenous, 
there also grows in very large com- 
mercial quantities another fiber plant 
or tree that is commonly known as 
the yucca or the palma pita. The 
utilization of this species of vegeta- 
tion for the manufacture of fiber is

trunk being often six to twelve 
inches in diameter and six to ten 
feet high. Within two or three feet 
from the top of the tree all the 
leaves are found, the lower part of 
the trunk being entirely bare.

Cowpeas. 
NE MORE CHEAP 


Many Varieties of Vegetables may’ 


bean, are, like other dry beans, com- mg 
parable with meat in the kind of 
nourishment contained in them, and 
can, in the opinion of specialists of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, well be used more ex 
tensively as human food. They are 
commonly used in the South, where 
they are extensively grown, but are 
practically unknown gin the North 
and Northwest, where other, often 
more expensive, beans are consumed 
in large quantities. 
There are many 
peas, of which the white 
eye sorts are consid 
desirable for the tab In palata- 
bility, digestibility and nutritive 
vahie they compare favorably with 
other beans, while their delicate and 
pleasing flavor lead many to consider 
them equal, if not superior, to the 


latter. 
THREE FORMS. 


Cowpeas are used on the table im 
three forms—in the pod, shelled 
green and shelled : nd- 
ing, respectively, to string beans, 
shelled green beans and dried beans, 
and calling for much the same meth- 
ods of preparation for the table 
The dry cowpeas are by far the most 
common. Like dry navy or Lima 
beans, cowpeas may be boiled with a 
bit of fat meat or baked and served 
in place of lean meat or other food 
rich in nitrogen. Boiled and 
mashed a colander, the 
beans form a foundation for numer- 
ous dishes. They may be creamed 
with milk and butter, like mashed 
potatoes; formed into croquettes 
with bread crumbs and fried ofr. 
baked; made into a leaf with 
crumbs, minced vegetables, milk 
seasonings; or made into soup. 

A delicious co nation dish, 
called “Hopping Jol,” may be made 
as follows: Boil one quart. of cow- 
peas and a scant pint of rice sep- 
arately and mix together when done. | 
The rice showld be seasoned after 
it ia cooked. Bacoy or a beef bone 
botied with the cowpeas adds a 40 
sirable flavor to the dish. Recipes 
for other cowpea dishes follow: 
BAKED COWPBEAS. 


Cook one quart of large, white, ary 

cowpeas slowly in water until they 

begin vo soften. This will require 
five or six hours Put them inte «4 

bean pot, add one-half pound of salt . 
pork and either one tablespoonful of 

molasses or a small onion cut UP 

fine. Cover with water and bake 

slowly six or seven hours. It is well 

to have the pot covered except dur 
ing the lest hour. 

COWPEA SOUP. 


One tablespoon butter or pork fat: 
one tablespoon finely chopped onion; - 
one stalk celery, finely chopped; one 
cup dry cowpeas; salt. 

Soak the peas eight or ten hours 
in water enough to cover. Fry the 
vegetables In the butter, add the pens 
in the water in which they Were 
soaked and cook (preferably in «a 
double ler) until the peas are 
tender. ut the mixture through a 
sieve and add water enough to bring 
to the consisténcy preferred. 
heat. It this soup is thickened with 
one tablespoonful of flour mited 
with a little water the pea pulp will 
not sink. 
PUREE OF COWPEAS. 


Soak one pint of dry in 
cold water overnight. Cook until 
soft in just enough water to cover, 
Drain and pass through a sieve. 
Season with salt, pepper. one-half 
cupful of cream (or milk and a ta- 
biespoonful of butter or other fat.) 
and two teaspoonfule of brown 
sugar. Beat thoroughly, reheat and 
serve like mashed potatoes. 


SUBSTITUTE FOR MEAT. 


One tablespoon butter: one table- 
spoon finely-chopped onion; one ta- 
blespoon finely-chopped sweet green 
pepper or celery; two cups cooked 
cowpeas; one-half cup grated cheese. 
Press the peas through a sieve to 
remove the skins, and mix. with the 
cheese. Cook the onion and pepper, 
or celery, in the butter or other fat, 
being careful not to brown, and add 
them to the peas and cheese. Form

OVERNMENT RAILWAYS. 
Unless democratic government can be 
dissociated from politics—an assumption 
that is almost a paradox the State owner- 
ship of railways is neither desirable nor 
economic. This is the opinion of Mr. W. M. 
Acworth, specialist on railroads, member 
of the British commission, who has studied 
the effects on the British railways of their 
, by the government and ‘who 
unders traffic conditions in the British 
colonies and on the continent of Europe. 
There are insurmountable objections to 
the State control of public utilities on the 
score of efficient management and satis- 
factory service. This is particularly true 
of railroads. Political interests, not always 
in harmony with the requirements of the 
traffic, have in Australia and New Zealand, 
in France and Belgium too often dictated 
the policy on which the railroads have been 
run. Branch lines have been hastily de- 
cided upon to meet the necessity of votes 
from a key constituency for some legisla- 
tion unconnected with railroads. This, too, 
when experts well knew that such a branch 
line would never pay expenses. For the 
every-day repairs and small improvements 
on roads already established it was. far 
harder to obtain appropriations than for 
spectacular, expensive new constructions 
that appealed to the popular imagination. 
Yet the efficiency of the whole railroad 
system depends on the upkeep of the main 
trunk lines. Extensions are only profitable 
so long as these are always in good repair. 
Such details are never so well attended 
to by popular-elected Legislatures, swayed 
by political influences, as by trained spe- 
cialists whose one alm is to see the road pay 
fair returns on the money invested. Com- 
peting roads, moreover, are obliged to study 
the convenience of the traveling public— 
the government is not. And that a govern- 
ment doesn’t do so, in the absence of com- 
petition, is demonstrated by the higher 
rates, the slower trains, the lack of com-

THERE WERE TWO LINCOLNS. 


“There were two Lincolns, but 
whotly unlike. Stephenson's creation 
of Dr. Jekyl and Mr. Hyde.

The two 
Iincolns were equally extreme and 
distant from each other, but both 
were good.
